Regarding the 103(a) rejection based on Devonec (US 5,766,209 A) in view of Donovan et al. (5,833,651 A), and the 103(a) rejection 
based on Datta et al. (US 6,338,739 B1 ) in view of Donovan et al. (5,833,651 A; cited in Applicant's IDS) or Alt et al. (US 5,788,979; cited 
in Applicant's IDS), Applicant's arguments filed November 16, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

a. Claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Danly, 263 F.2d 
844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA1959). "[Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. 
Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Expressions relating the apparatus to 
contents.thereof during an intended operation are of no significance in determining patentability of the apparatus claim. Ex parte Thibault, 
164 USPQ 666, 667 (Bd. App. 1969). 

b. In response to Applicants' piecemeal analysis of the references, it has been held that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where, as here, the rejections are based on combinations of references. In re Keller, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

c. "When there is a design need or market pressure to solve a problem and there are a finite number of identified, predictable solutions, a 
person of ordinary skill has good reason to pursue the known options within his or her technical grasp. If this leads to the anticipated 
success, it is likely the product is not of innovation but of ordinary skill and common sense. In that instance the fact that a combination was 
obvious to try might show it was obvious under 35 U.S.C. 103." KSR Int'l Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 127 S.Ct. 1727, 1742, 82 USPQ2d 1385, 
1396 (2007). 
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
